This ex plain s why y oun g people, phy sically dex terous 
an d men tally alert, cause most traffic violation s. 
This 
is due to their impulsiven ess an d aggression , rather 
than drivin g ability . 
"An ger an d hostility , with poor emotion al con trol, 
could be a large con tributin g factor in speed an d traffic 
violation s which produce acciden ts.” Woehr con cludes, 
an d he adds, “ Don 't drive when y ou’re upset is a good 
rule to rem em ber.” 
A good driver must have con scious con trol of his 
emotion s. 
An ger an d an x iety could be sign s of dan ger 
an d helpful emotion s. 
But con trol of the emotion s must 
be achieved to make a good driver. 
It is n ot on ly y oun g 
drivers who must con trol their emotion s at the wheel. 
Acciden t-pron e drivers of all ages must n ot pass off 
emotion s as a source of their freq uen t acciden ts.

West German y .
